Many who looked on the face of Abraham Lincoln in those lively days when the great President was merely a back- 
woods campaigner, speaking from the same stump with Stephen A. Douglas, agree that the likeness published here is truer 
than any other ever put on paper, Its history, as far as known, is given in the following letter from the owner of the 


original: 
To the Editor of the Press: 
Sir—In 1860 I saw the picture, a life-size crayon, hanging in a second-hand furniture store, Being a lover of good pictures I 
said to myself quickly, ‘“‘There is Moses.’’ I asked a woman who was in the store whose picture it might be, but she did not 
know. I bought it for 50 cents, todk it home, framed it, and oniy found out a year or two later that it represented Lincoln. Al- 
though an old-fashioned Democrat, uncompromising, I kept the picture in its place and learned from day to day to love the 
man, and when, in 1863, Lincoln ordered a draft, because the patriotism had all died out, I became a naturalized citizen, prob- 
ably the only one in St. Louis in that remarkable vear. 
A year ago I spent three months in Illinois and elsewhere to find out who had made the picture, but did not succeed. I 
have communications from men who stand high—men who knew Lincoln well—who had never seen the picture before, but de- 
clared it the best they had ever seen when I sent them copies. They intimated that it should not be reproduced, as it looked too 


much like a. colored man, *

“So Mr. Filley calls mé the ‘Federation 
Boss,’ does he?’ remarked Dr. W. W. Boyd, 
President of the Civic Federation, referring 
to Boss Filley’s tirade made against him 
at the Merchants’ League Club meeting 
Wednesday night. 

The doctor’s eyés flashed, and he talked 
earnestly and warmed up to much anima- 
tion in denouncing Filley and bossism. 

“T am not acting in the manner of a boss 
in any respect,” said he.

The Civic Federation School. Board 
Measure Now in the Lead of 
All Other Bills.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 12.—Pros- 
pects for the enactment of the St. Louis 
Civic Federation School Board bill grow 
brighter. The House Committee on Educa- 
tion held a short session last evening and 
decided to make a favorable report on the 
bill. The bill goes into the House without 
any amendment whatever. 

Several amendments were suggested, but 


bers of the committee was that the Civic 
Federation bill was drawn up by men of 
wide experience in school matters, and it 
was therefore deemed unwise for the com- 
mittee to make any amendments. Among 
the amendments mentioned was the propo- 
sition to have the appointment of directors 
confirmed by the Circuit Judges. Another 
proposed amendment was that the members 
of the School Board be allowed a salary. 
These changes were not particularly advo- 
cated, however, and there was no objection 
urged against allowing the bill to be sent 
in free from amendments. 


Chairmah Dyer of the Educational Com- 
mittee, who introduced the bill by request 
of the Civic Federation, submitted the re- 
port of his committee to the House this 
morning. Mr. Dyer will urge that the bill 
be rushed through the remainder of the 
legislative course as rapidly as possible. 
The bill is very lengthy and some time 
will be required in which to have it printed, 
However, it is expected that it will come

_For all packages of less than ten pounds, 
15 cents; less than fifty pounds and more 
than ten, 25 cents; less than seventy-five 
pounds and more than fifty, 4 cents; less 
than one hundred and more than 7, 75 
certs. Provided, that the rate for trans- 
portation of fruits and vegetables, which, of 
course, include watermelons, shall not ex- 
ceed 35 cents per one hundred pounds. 
These prices have no reference to distance, 
being applicable to any part of the State. 

Southeastern Missouri is a great field for 
the watermelon and cantaloupe industry, 
and legislation along that line is always a 
matter of interest to the Southeastern con- 
tingent. 

Representative Williams of Scott County 
was happy yesterday by reason of the fact 
that the Senate pased his melon bill.

STOCK YARDS CHARGES. 


General Manager Palmer of St. Louis 
Testifies.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 12.—The 
special committee appointed by the House 
to confer with a like committee from the 
Kansas Legislature for the purpose of 


agreeing upon an interstate schedule of 
stock yards charges held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon preliminary to going to Kan- 
sas City to meet the Kansas committee. 

The feature of the meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon was the appearance of General 
Manager Palmer of the Union Stock Yards, 
St. Louis, who gave testimony as to the 
stock yards situation in St. Louis. Mr. 
Palmer stated among other things that not 
since 1891 had his company been able to de- 
clare a dividend of more than 2 per cent. 
In 1891 it was able to declare a 
dividend of 7 per cent. Mr. Palmer 
said the Union Stock Yards Co, had an in- 
vesiment of $900,000, consisting of the origin- 
al investment and subsequent additions to 
it.-The point made by Mr. Palmer was 
that the stock yards industry represented 
by him could not bear the proposed reduc- 
tion unless the arrangement could be made 
on an interstate plan. 

John Donovan, Jr., Manager of the St. 
Joseph Stock Yards Co., also appeared be- 
fore the committee and produced arguments 
along the same line as that of Mr. Palmer. 

The House Committee appointed to look 
into the stock yards matter will leave here 


Sunday afternoon for Kansas City and will 


meet the Kansas committee there Monday 
morning. It ig expected that the work will 
be completed within two days. The ap- 
pointment of this committee came about 
through the introduction of Representative 
Slate’s bill providing for a 26 per cent Tre- 
duction of stock yards charges. 

The Illinois Legislature has not yet re- 
sponded to the communication from the 
Missouri statesmen, asking for the ap- 
ointment of a committee to confer at 
cast St. Louis with the House Committee 
from here. Briefly outlined, the stated pur- 
pose of the special committee on_ stock 
yards is to meet the Kansas and Illinois 
egislators and agree upon an interstate 
schedule of rates.

SCOVELL TO BE PROTECTED. 


Proposition to Abrogate the Clayton- 
Bulwer Treaty and Arbitra- 
tion May Go Overy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Mr. Hill (Dem.) 
of New York presented in the Senate a 
resolution which was agreed to without op- 
position or comment reciting that Sylvester 
Scovell, a citizen of the United States, is 
under arrest in Cuba upon no specific accu- 
sation of crime; the prisoner being held in 
a disturbed part of the island and in immi- 
nent danger of death through disease or 
violence. The resolution concludes with a 


request on the Secretary of State to use his 


good offices in Scovell’s behalf toward se- 
curing his removal to Havana, “and to in- 
sist that he shall have all the rights and 
privileges secured to American citizens by 
treaty between Spain and the United 
States.’’ 

Mr. Morgan (Dem.) of Alabama followed 
with the following joint resolution} 

‘Resolved, etc., That the treaty known as 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States, which was 
concluded on the 19th day of April, 1850, is 


hereby declared to be abrogated.” 

The resolution remained on the _ table. 
Morgan said he desired to have it go over 
until to-morrow. In the debate on the ar- 
bitration treaty the Senator said this treaty 
should be abrogated to protect our rights 
respecting the Nicaraguan Canal. 

Mr. Sherman reported a joint resolution 
appropriating $5,000 for the Congressional 
expenses incident to the forthcoming inau- 
guration ceremony, and it was passed.

CARNEGIE AND ROCKEFELLER. 


The Big Combine Has One Big Ad- 
vantage in the Matter of 
Ore sSvempertation. 


' Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—The reduction in 
the price of steel rails, resulting from the 
disruption of the Steel Rall Pool, has caused 
all the export houses in this city which 
handle steel rails to send dispatches to their 
foreign representatives offering rails at 
prices based upon the decrease. 

The foreign houses to which such dis- 
patches have been sent include two Japan- 
ese, three at the River Plate, one in the 
United States of Colombia, one in Brazil 
and four in Mexico. 

The fight is now between the Carnegie- 
Rockefeller combination and some of the 
steel companies -headed by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, Carnegie and Rockefeller control the 
Mesaba Range and the Pittsburg, Bessemer 
and Lake Erie Railroad. Carnegie can lay 
down ore at the Bessemer plant at about 
$2 per ton, whereas the cost to others is $4 
per ton to get ore to the south shore of 
Lake Erie alone, This lets him almost con- 
trol the steel markets of the world and 
he can compete in Emgland as readily as 
they can here, Some idea of the far-reach- 
ing plan of the combination can be gathered 
from the fact that it has guaranteed the 
Pittsburg, Bessemer & Lake Erie Railroad 
a tonnage Of 5,000,000 tons of ore a year for 
twenty years. This is perhaps the only in- 
stance on record where an uncompleted 
railroad has been guaranteed a dividend- 
earning business.

A TRUST OBJECT LESSON. 
The great Steel Rail pool is dissolved 
for the time, and there is het competi- 
tion between the consolidation of inter- 
ests of which J. Pierpont Morgan is the 
head and a similar consolidation headed 
by Rockefeller and Carnegie. This great 
battle in the industrial world will be 
watched with interest. It will doubtless 
résult in a single pool or monopoly more 
binding and more lasting than the one 
that has just gone to pieces. 
Meanwhile the temporary breaking up 
of this trust has furnished an object les- 
son on the influence of Trusts upon the 
labor market and upon prosperity in gen- 
eral. Owing to the new competitive con- 
ditions, the steel industry has been so 
stimulated that on Monday next every 
mill in Illinois will be opened and the 
Pennsylvania mills will be put on full 
time. This will give work to thousands of 
men, and will stimulate many other 
branches of industry and trade. It will 
probably have an effect that will be felt 
all over the country. 

This shows what an enormous impetus 
would be given to business if the Trusts 
could bé broken down, Closed mills 
would open in all directions. New enter- 
prises would be started. And the oppor- 
tunities for labor would be correspond- 
ingly increased. 

If the temporary disruption of a single 
Trust has the effect of starting scores of 
mills and furnishing work to thousands 
of men, what would be the effect of 
smashing all the Trusts? They must be 
smashed and the country saved from the 
paralysis which they have brought about.

Though it may be true that 9,000 persons 
own shares in the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Co., only half a dozen of them have 
any voice in its management. The Trust is 
Managed by these half dozen men, who are, 
to all intents and purposes, one man—Harry 
Q. Havemeyer. As the representative of the 
9,000 stockholders, he exercises a monopoly 
of the supply and distribution of sugar in 
this country. On the other hand, the 100 
persons who formefly controlled the sugar 
trade were stockholders in fifteen distinct 
corporations, and these corporations were 
competitors with one another. It is the 
number of competitors that is important, 
not the number of persons; and while 
formerly there were fifteen competitors, 
there is now no competition at all worth 
mentioning. The sugar consumed by 6@,- 
000,000 persons evefy day is ee ee b> 
one corporation, which exacts so high a 
price for its product that it makes more 
than $20,000,000 a year on an actual in- 
vested capital less than that sum.

Western Railroad Rates. 


OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 12.—The Southern 
Pacific has just announced to the lines in 
the Western Passenger Association a basing 
rate of $35 for the trip from Ogden to Carson 
City and return.

President. 

The official result of the ballots was Pot- 
ter, 155; Elliott, 115; Morrison, 140; Keenan, 
128; Clendenning, 141: Kostomalatzky, 124. 
It is charged that the success of the Potter 
ticket is due to the defection of Cressy Mor- 
rison’s strength, which it is claimed had 
been repeatedly promised to the Elliott 
faction and had been confidently depended 
upon to act In concert with them to defeat 
Potter. 

This campaign has been perhaps the most 
vigorous one since the L. A. W. have be- 
come a power in the advocacy of good roads 
legislation. Every possible influence has 
been exerted by the opposing candidates to 
strengthen their positions and the closeness 
of the vote for all offices excepting tigt of 
President shows how uncertain was the re- 
sult until the official result was declared. 
After President Elliott found he was de- 
feated he moved the election be declared 
unanimous. The motion carrted.

GIVES DEMOCRATS A CHANCE. 


Bill Creating Three Judicial Districts 
in the Eighth Circuit and 
Providing for Elections.

Representataive Davis of Chariton intro- 
duced into the House at Jefferson City 
Thursday a bill amending the law under 
which St. Louis is now divided into judicia! 
districts. This measure is of great interest 
to St. Louls, and the Post-Dispatch here- 
with prints a complete copy. 

The special point of interest in connection 
with the proposed election of Circuit Judges 
by districts is that as arranged only one of 
the districts is surely Republican. The 
other two are likely to be Democratic, thus 


enabling the Democrats to elect two of the 
Circuit Judges, whereas under the present 
arrangement the next election would prob- 


ably make the entire Circuit bench consist 
of Republicans. Following is a copy of the 
bill: 


Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of Missouri as follows: 

Section 1. That section 11 of an act 
entitled “‘An act in relation to the ad- 
ministration of justice in the City of St. 
Loujs, providing for the appointment 
of an additional Judge of the St. Louis 
Criminal Court, to hold until the first 
Monday of January, 1897, abolishing the 
St. Louis Criminal! Court. and the of- 
fice of Judge and Clerk thereof, the first 
Monday of January, 1897, and vesting its 
jurisdiction at-that time in the Circuit 
Court of the City of St. Louis; increas- 
ing the Judges of sa'd court on the said 
day to nine, ard creating from that day 
the office of Clerk for criminal causes 
of said Circuit Court with an emergency 
clause,”’ approved March 26th, 1895, he 
and the same is hereby amended by ad- 
ding the following: And for the a ong 
of such election the City of St. Louis ts 
hereby divided into three Judicial Dis- 
tricts. .

CHAPTER FROM 
: CONAN DOYLE. 
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BENJAMIN BRAZELLE DISCUSSED 
HIS ALLEGED INVENTIONS? 


HE CAN'T CLAIM PRIORITY. 


His Secret of the Transmutation of 
Metals Was Written in ‘The 
Doings of Raffles Haw.”’ 


Mr. Benjamin Brazeclle is an inventor who 
invents. When he breaks loose Edison and 
Tesla will have to take a back seat, Sir 
Isaac Newton will also have to come down 
off his scientific perch. 

Mr. Brazelle is busy just now.looking for 
a new boarding house and nursjng an at- 
tack of the grip. While in this state of 
mind he talked to a reporter of a morning 
paper about his inventions. 

From the result it would be easier to tell 
what he has not invented than to enumer- 
ate all he claims to have done. 

Mr. Brazelle is a chemist and, according 
to the scientific interviewer, he has discov- 


ered the secret of tthe transmutation of met- 
als, the true nature of electricity, a process 
of making metallic hydrogen, also that 
clay is the mother of all metals, and that 
minerals grow just like plants. 

Mr. Brazelle says that in ten years not a 
mine in the country will be worked. He 
will make gold and siliver so cheap that the 
Government will be forced to. demonetize 
them and provide some other medium of 
exchange. 

The pity is that Mr. Brazelle did not an- 
nounce himself a little sooner and save us 
all the worry and argument of the late 
campaign. 

Mr. Brazelle doesn’t explain how he found 
out all these things. He merely hints that 
through his knowledge of the true nature 
of electricity the result of the transmuta- 
tion of metals has become an open book 
to him. 

This ts pretty and interesting. So much 
so that the idea has already been utilized 
by a celebrated writer of fiction. Ff Mr. 
Brazelle ever makes his theories practical, 
Dr. Conan Doyle will step forth and claim 
priority of invention. 

The source of Mr. Brazelle’s extended talk 
in a morning paper will be found in chap- 
ters 11 and 12 of “The Doings of Raffles 
Haw," a Conan Doyle novel that was pub- 
lished in 1891. 

Raffles Haw, in the story, was a chem- 
ist, who moved to a secluded part of En- 
gland and built himself a magnificent pal- 
ace. He had money to satisfy every whim 
and desire. He loved Laura McIntyre, the 
sister of an artist, Robert McIntyre. His 
extravagant d'isplay of money to satisfy 
her whims caused endless speculation. At 
length he told her brother the secret. 

What he said Mr. Brazelle practically re- 
peats. Having noted the electrolysis of 
water he tried the effect of tremendous 
electrical currents on solids. He found it 
had a disintegrating effect. By chance he 
left a bar of bismuth between the powerful 
electrodes for three days. It was decom- 
posed into mercury. 

He continued the test and the mercury 
turned into platinum. After that came 
gold. Then he reduced down the whole line 
of metals, according to their atomic weight. 
After litheum, the lightest of all, came a 
fine gray powder, the 
chemistry, the base of 
er of the elements. 

Mr. Brazelie has improved on Raffles 
Haw. He takes common clay for his pro- 
tyle and makes any old thing, including the 
seventy-nine known elemental substances 
and fifteen new ones of his own discovery. 
Prof. William B. Potter, the distinguished 
metallurgist, refused to discuss Mr. Bra- 
zelle’s alleged discoveries. ‘“‘The article is 
its own refutation. There is no limit to 
the’ province of claims. It ts unfortunate

Mr. Brazelle boarded at 2113 Locust street, 
but his landlady moved during: the week. 
He has desk room jin the offices of the 
American Aluminum Company, 308 Mermod- 
Jaceard building. Owing to a protracted 
spell of grip he has not been down town 
regularly and has not shown up for the past 
three days. - He is a well known metallur- 
gist. As engineer he was employed by both 
the Vulcan Iron Works and the Carondelet 
Zinc Works, and also built the People’s 
Gas Works at Chicago. He has invented 
a machine of mechanical devices that are 
used in the practical arts, but he is not 
making any money out of them. 

When he patented a process for extract- 
ing aluminum five times cheaper than any 
method known a local company was org.in- 
ized and $8,500 worth of stock sold. Bra- 
zelle built a plant at Fair Lawn, near Kirk- 
wood. He started his fire, but the heat used 
Was So great that everything melted into 
a solid mass. The furnaces had to be torn 
down and money has not been forthcoming 
to rebuild them.

Jailer Wagner suspended Cooney Rolfe, 
one of the jail guards, Friday morning for 
fifteen days.

“I told Rolfe haif a dozen times he must 
stop monkeying with the prisoners,”’ said 
the jailer to a Post-Dispatch reporter.

It’s too dangerous a 
practice. If the prisoners once get famil- 
iar with the guards, it's my opinion the use- 
fulness of the guards is gone..”’

HIS WEAK BACK. 


J. M. WITTE TO GO TO THE LUNA- 
TIC ASYLUM. 


INSISTS THAT HE IS SANE. 


Fate of a Retired Merchant Who 
Abused His Wife for Refusing 
to Rub His Back. 


J. M. Witte, whose sensat'onal attack on 
his wife a few weeks ago, because ehe would 
not rub his back, caused the matter to be 
aired in the Police Court, is now an obser- 
vation patient at the City Hospital. Dr. Sut- 
ter says he is a paranoiac’and he will for- 
ward him to the Incane Asylum Friday. 

Witte is wealthy and lives at King’s high- 
way and Forest Park boulevard. Until three 
years ago he was in the stove business 
at Jefferson avenus and Olive etreet, and 
bullt the stylish ‘Witte flats at that place. 
Possessing a competency his wife persuaded 
him to retire from business and build a 
handsome home in the West End. 

Witte says he is not insane and he can- 
not imagine why he should be locked up. He 
says he nas had enough trouble since he was 
marr.ed the second time to drive a weaker 
man crazy, but he is all right. He has been 
married for ten years. He has a daughter 
18 years old by a former marriage, and his 
wife has a son who never reconciled himself 
to her marriage. 

**My stepson attacked me with a base ball 

bat,’’ Witte said, ‘‘not a great while ago, 
and I would not allow him to remain at 
home. My wife took up his battle and our 
trouble began then. For a long time I have 
been troubled with a weak back and along 
vy ig morning I have to have some one 
rub it. 
“About three weeks ago I woke up with 
my back paining me. I asked my. wife 
to rub it for me, but she would not do it. 
We quarreled, and she said if I would wait 
until she got up she would rub my back. 

“I told her it was a wife’s duty to care for 
her husband when he needed attention, and 
if she would not rub my back then she could 
not doit later. We got up and my wife sa‘d 
she would not live with me any longer. She 
left and I guess maybe we did make some 
noise. But that was no excuse for Gus V. 
Mechin to interest himself in the matter. 
He swore out a police summons against me 
for disturb'ng the peace, but the caece never 
came up for trial..Mechin ‘s connected w.th 
the August Gehner abstract off.ce, but he 
does not amount to so much. 

‘“‘My wife has not only tried to poison me 
to get me out of her way, but she has used 
some influence to get my daughter Katie 
to side with her. Since that man Mechin 
interfered in our family affairs my wife 
and Katie have not been at home. I do 
not know where they are. I live by myseif 
and keep only one servant. Last night I 
went over to a neighbor’s and was playing 
cards when the police came for me. Of 
course, I went with them, but I do not 
know what they want me for nor what 
they intend doing with me.”’ 

Witte has been under treatment of Dr. 
Bauduy, who says his mind is permanently 
affected.

Tables Prepared by the Kaiser for the 
Reichstag’s Edification. 


BERLIN, Feb. 12.—Four designs, showing 
the, naval strength of the various nations, 
prepared by the Kaiser and shown to the 
Deputies on the occasion of Minister Mi. 
quel’s dinnér Monday, were exposed 
lobby of the Reichstag. ‘ 7 
The first design shows the new ship- 
buildings of Germany, France and Russia 
since 1893, with the result that Germany 
has 32, France 78 and Russia 39 vessels 
roee for service. The Kaiser lays stress 
on the two last-named nations possessing 
117, as against 32 by Germany. 
The second design gives the probable rel- 
ative increase of the respective navies in 
1899, according to which France and Russia 
will have 45 new shi 8, including 17 first- 
class and 6 second class ironclads and 12 
cruisers, whereas Germany will have only 
14 new vessels, including 4 first-class, 2 
second-class and 4 fourth-class ironclads. 
The third design shows the development 
of the Japanese navy, and the fourth a 
arallel review of the navies of Germanv. 
france, Russia, Japan and the Urffited 
States from 1893 to 1897. 

These designs will be kept in the library 
of the Reichstag for the edification of the 
members of that body.

LEGISLATION WANTED AGAINST 
ST. LOUIS MONOPOLIES. 


ARGUMENTS ON BOTH SIDES. 


Attorneys Lee and Lockwood Return 
From a Mission Against the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. 


Attorneys John F. Lee and George R. 
Lockwood returned Friday from Jefferson 
City, where they went to call the attention 
of the Legislature to the alleged discrimina- 
tion being practiced by the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. against the Interstate Sand and Car 
Transfer Co. 

They spent three days arguing before Mis- 
souri’s Solons and seem highly pleased with 
the owtlook for a readjustment of the jaws 
at present governing ferry and transfer 
companies. 

A number of highly interesting points 
were taken up during the discussion at 
the capitel. 

Both the Interstate Sand and Car Trans- 
fer Co. and the Wiggins Ferry Co. were rep- 
resented. The final argument was made 
Thursday afternoon before the House Com- 
mittee on Railroads, 

The committee was asked to report favor- 
ably on two bills drawn up by the counsel 
for the Interstate company. The first of 


these bills defines the obligation of railroads 
under the common law to accept loaded cars 
offered by ferry transfer companies. 

The second bill contains two provisions, 
one of them fixing a maximum rate for 
switching along the river front. It con- 
tains also another clause defining the duties 
of railrogds in regard to accepting way- 
bills from ferry companies. 

essrs. and Lockwood for the Inter. 
state Co. argued that under the common 
law one railroad was obliged to receive the 
loaded cars offered it -s another road. The 
stated that the St. Louls Transfer Co.. which 
is controlled by the W.ggins Ferry Co., had 
refused, in violation of the commerce law 
to take the Interstate Co.'s loaded cars. In 
answer to this Attorneys T. A. Raiston and 
A. C. Church for the Wiggins Ferry Co 


argued that as the Interstate concern is 
not a railroad company the St. Louis Trans. | 
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fer Co. is not bound to handle its cars, but 
may elther refuse to handle them or insist 
on unloading the freight and reloading it 
its own cars. 

The Interstate attorneys contended that 
even aside -from the common law the St. 
Louis Transfer Co. was obliged under the 
terms of its franchise to receive the cars 
of the Interstate Co. The ordinance express- 
ly provides that the St. Louts Transfer Co. 
shall accept cars from “connecting lines 
and transfer boats” operating across the 
Mississippi River. 

The St. Louis Transfer Co. has steadily 
refused to handle car loads. of sand offered 
it by the Interstate Co. It’s lawyers argue 
that as the sand is taken from the river 
at a po'nt west of the opposite shore it is 
not brought across the river, and the com- 
pany is not bound to carry It. 

Furthermore they hold that the ordinance 
granting them a franchise cannot regulate 
the yeas d in its business. 

In discussing this question Friday Attor- 
ney John F. Lee said: 

“The claim that the city has no power to 
regulate companies to whom [t grants fran- 
chises is scarcely —— to this case. 
Once the St. Louis Transfer Co. accepted 
the terms of the franchise it bound itself to 
live up to them.”’ 

The second law prowises for the fixing of 
a maximum switching charge of $1.0 a car 
along the Levee. 

The Interstate people claim that the Bt. 
Louis Transfer Co. is taking advantage of a 
convement loophole to charge what it 
pleases for switching along the Levee. When 
its six miles of track were built the city fixed 
the charge for switching along the line at $1 
a car. The Transfer company was obliged to 
use a mile of track belonging to the Iron 
Mountain. On the representation that it was 
being charged an extortionate amount for 
the use of this stretch of track, the Transfer 
eompany was permitted to build a track of 
its own, parallel to the Iron Mountain track, 

The Transfer Company now claims that 
the ordinance fixing the maximum switch- 
ing charge at $1 does not apply to this one 
mile of track constructed under a separate 
ordinane>. The Interstate people claim that 
the Transfer Company charges an arbitrary 
switching rate on this mile of track. 

They asked the Legislature to fix a maxi- 
mum switching charge of $1.50. 

The counsel for the Interstate Company 
also asked that a law be passed to compel 
the Transfer Company and other connect- 
ing lines to accept its way bills. At present 
the Transfer Company refuses to accept the 
Interstate Company's waybiills. Connecting 
lines which the Interstate Company can 
reach only through the St. Louls Transfer 
Company refuses to accept the waybillg ex- 
ay through the Transfer Company. 

ttorney Lee d: “The committee 
listened graciously to the arguments of 
both sides, but gave no indication as to 
what its decision would be. We ea 
very strong case and I hope to see many of 
the difficuities with which the Interstate 
Company has had to contend eliminated in 
the near future.”’

PROTEST AGAINST PAYING CHER- 
OKEE FREEDMEN AT HAYDEN. 


CREDITORS ARE INTERESTED. 


They Don’t Want to Camp in Indian 
Territory With Large Sums 
of Money.

The merchants of the Cherokee Nation 
are up in arms over Secretary Francis’ or- 
der making Hayden, I. T., the place for 
the payment of the claims held by the Cher- 
okee freedmen. They are besteging the Sec- 
retary with lettters and telegrams, asking 
that the place be changed, and W. R. Bodg- 
ett, a merchant from Vinita, I. T., who is in 
St. Louls, has asked the co-operation of the 
merchants of this city. 

The order issued by Secretary Francis 
is that the $858,000 due the Cherokee freed- 
men be paid at Hayden next Tuesday. The 
total mumber 6f freedmen to be paid is 
4,552, and the payments will be made. by 
checks issued by Special Agent Dixon of Bt. 


Louis, who pate the Shawnees last fall. 

The merchants of the territory are inter- 
ested in this payment. All of them have 
large accounts outstanding with the ex- 
Slaves, and the negroes are not too anxious 
to meet their obligations. Therefore, ft is 
ive custom, whenever a payment of this 
kind is to be made, for the merchants to 
make a pilgrimage to the place, and cash 
the chec received by their customers. It 
is their only chance to get the'r money. 

he merchants are particularly anxious to 
be on hand when the coming payment is 
made, because of the length .of time the 
accounts have been standing. The freed- 
men had practically given up all hope of 
collecting the money and as a last resort 
they place@é the matter in the hands of J. 
Milton. Turner, a colored politician. of. St. 
Louisa Two thousand of them signed a 
Paper agreeing to pay Turner $10 each if 
the claim was allowed. Robert Kern of St. 

ulis was Turner’s attorney and his fee, 
which amounted to $55,000, was paid ae the 
Government as soon as the Court of Claims 
allowed the freedmen’s claim.

sued the téwn named was Hayden, which is 
located in the northwest portion of the 
Cherokee conntry and twenty miles from 
any railroad, There are only a few houses 
in the settlement and no accommodations 
for the crowd that will gather Wednesday. 
It is this that the merchants object to. 
They claim that in order to get the money 
due them they will be fetoed to be on the 
ground with sufficient money to pay all 
checks. They do not relish the idea of 
c ping out with thousands of dollars in 
tfleir possession, no banks and the nearest 
railroad or telegraph service twenty miles 
way. 
, In order to avoid this, a number of mer- 
chants. have sent petitions to Washington, 
and Mr. Bodgett is making an effort to in- 
terest the St. Louis merchants who supply 
the Territory with goods. They denounce 
the payment at Haydefi as an outrage, and 
condemn Secretary Francis in the most 
bitter terms. Notwithstanding this, it is 
announced from Washington that the place 
of payment will not be changed. 

The merchants also object to Special] Agént 
Dixon. as the man to make the payments. 
Agent Dixon managed to get himself in 
bad odor when he made the Shawnee pay- 
ments. ' 

The merchants sent a petition to Secretary 
rereee. requesting him not to appoint 

ixon. 

Mr. Bodgett claims that the merchants re. 
ceived assurances that Agent Dixon would 
not be appointed, considering the 1ll-feeling 
toward him. Now, they claim, the Secretary 
has broken his promise, and they are all ex- 
ceedingly wroth. They will not cease their 
efforts to have the lace of payment 
changed until the last day, and state that 
Secretary Francis should heed their re- 
oe, as it is for the best interests of every-

Annexation Club of Honolulu, expects to 
accomplish considerabl@ missionary work in 
aid of the annexation movement before his 
return home. His mission is not an offici 
one, he says, and he has not been sen 
here by the Government or Annexation 
Club. He - by however, if the opportunity 
presents Itself he proposes to exert his best 
efforts to aid the movement.

nexation Club has been reorganized, and 
now has a membership of 6,00, Of this 
number a third or a fourth are natives. 
The natives are joining the movement with 
the idea that the annexation of the islands 
to the United States is their only salvation 
from the Japan who are elbowing therm 
in various fields of labor. 

The census of the islands has just been 
completed. It ghows a population of 31,000, 
8,000 half-caste and mixed races, 4,000 Jap- 
anese, 21,000 Chinese and %,000 whites, in- 
cluding Americans and Europeans. The of- 
ficial returns have occasioned some sur- 
eer It was generally presumed that the 

apanese population was greatly in excess 
of the figures given.

YET HE HOPES TO BE MAYOR. 


Other Democrats Mentioned for the 
Nomination Who Ars Regarded 
as Far Stronger Men, 


Prominent Democrats have been rather 
backward in coming out as candidates for 
the mayoralty nomination, but severel are 
now “in the hands of their friends.’’ 

Two candidates make no bones of ac- 
knowledging their ambition. One is Joseph 
Brown, the present City Auditor, and the 
other is @x-Mayor E. A. Noonan, who 
openly announced his candidacy Thursday 
night. 

-Mr. Ndonan, it will be remembered, gave 
@ most remarkable interview to the Post- 
Dispatch in which he came out squarely 
on a street car platform, every sentence 
of which teemed with praise for and sub- 


tions. That was a month ago. At that 
time Noonan would not admit that he was 
@ candidate, out and out, but said he would 
‘know oy the middle of February, and that 
he would perhaps call a mass meeting of 
his friends in Exposition Music Hall and 
ask themi to express their sentiments. 

That Noonan interview was the talk of 
the town for several days, and whenever 
‘Noonan’s name is mentioned for Mayor 
even now in a crowd of politicians the 
Post-Dispatch interview is cited as the 
Noonan platform. Noonan made it manifest 
that he courted the backing of the street 
railway magnates, 

But Mr. Noonan will not have smooth 
sailing in trying to secure the Mayoralty 
nomination. He has strong opposition in 
many quarters. One candidate has stepped 
into a Music Hall mass-meeting ahead of 
him and captured its sympathies on a plat- 
form diametrically opposed to the Noonan 
corporation doctrine. 

Lee Meriwether, when advocating a 3-cent 
street car fare and higher street railway as- 
sessments for this city, wae wildly cheered 
by the thousands who attended the mass- 
meeting held last Saturday night under the 
auspices of the Democratic Clubs of Bt. 


Louis. 
‘“‘Meriwether for Mayor!’’"* was the cry 
frequently heard in that audience. 


S'nce Noonan is now an. avowed candidate, 
many Democrats, among them a number of 
the bity Executive Committee, are digging 
up facts and statistics to disprove what 
they say is the “‘popular delusion that Noon- 
an is a good runner.”’ 

These statisticians saysthat when Noonan 
ran for Mayor only a few more than 54,000 
votes were polled in this city, and that he 
did not carry a single ward west of Jeffer- 
son avenue. He was elected by the skin 
of his teeth, his majority a oo 1,600, 
and these Noonan opponents wink and smile 
ahout how 6,000 Republican votes were man- 
ipulated to favor the “Little Man,” else 
he would not have pulled through. 

At the last election 124,000- votes were 

lied. ~- This increase is nearly all west of 

efferson avenue, in a portion of the city 
where Noonan carries nothing. The excep- 
tion is the increase in the colored vote down 
ows: but Noonan would not be benefited by 
at. 

So Noonan’s opponents figure that if he 
could barely slip into the Mayor’s chair 
before, he would now be overwhelmingly 
defeated by the 60,000 increase of votes 
west of Jefferson avenue. 

Then, too, it is pointed out that Noonan 
would be “up against it,”’ sure, if Ziegen- 
hein or Nagel should be the Republican 
candidate. Noonan decreased the Republi- 
can majorities In the German brewery 
wards before, but he was not. running 
against a German. With a German-Ameri- 
can as an opponent, Noonan, it is argued, 
could nét repeat his reduction of the Repub~ 
lican role among German brewery men, and 
that would still further cut down the 
Noonan. vote east of Jefferson avenue. 

Ex-Judge Henry L. Edmunds, Edwin Har- 
rison, Charles D. McClure and Howard 
Blossom have been frequently mentioned 
for the mayoralty by professional slate- 
makers.

MYSTERY OF THE SUPPOSED SUI- 
CIDE PARTLY CLEARED. 


CORONER’S JURY. VERDICT. 


with! Robbery for a Motive They De- 
‘clare the Old Gentleman the 


Vietim of Thugs. 


A coroner's jury after hearing all the evi- 
dence in the case of W. H. Stéwart decided 
that the old man had been murdered for 
the purpose of robbery. 

The finding of the jury was as follows: 

We find that the deceased came to his death 
at the City Dispensary from the effects of pol- 
son and injuries receiyed in a manner and place 
unknown to the jury. The body was found in 
the rear passageway of 1205 Washington ave- 
nue Feb. 9. about 9:30 o'clock in the evening. 

The jury further believe that the aforesaid in- 

juries were inflicted with felonious intent. 


When the inquest was resumed at 10 
o’clcck Friday morning all those persons 
who saw Stewart at the time he was found 
gave their evidence. All the stories on this 
subject. were practically the same, e 
little son of the colored janitress had co 
home from ekating about 8 0o’c! 
tried to get into the back gate, w 
locked. .He heard some one breathing h 
ily or snoring, and rushed around to the 
front door and told hig mother. She told 
four other people in the house and they no- 
tified the police.

buttoned, his shoes off 
urder #is head. Dr. L , who treated the 
case at the Dispensa says they made 4 
— diagnosis of morphine poisoning 
ecause all of the symptoms were so de- 
cidedly marked. He applied the customary 
treatment, which included hypodermic in- 
jections, washing out the stomach and the 
establishmen: of artificial respiration. Dr. 
Lippe was sure that sufficient force had 
not been used to fracture the upper ribs as 
shown in the autopsy. 

Dr. Lippe further testified that Stewart 
had no watch, chain nor jewelry on his per- 
son when brought into the Dispensary. 

This concluded the testimony in the case 
and it was submitted to the jury for a 
finding. Detective O’Connell, who has been 
working on the case, says that Stewart has 
been hanging about the new building on 
Washington avenue, between Eleventh apd 
Twelfth streets, for some time in hope of 
getting a job as a stationary eng'neer at 
the building. He had frequently gone to the 
saloon at the corner of Twelfth street to 

t warm, but never took a drink there. 

he ‘detective has failed so far in finding 
any trace of a watch chain or ring. 

Stewart was insted for $2,000 in the A. 
oO. W., but Mr. Bennett, his son-in-law, 
says he does not. know whether a finding 
of suicide would invalidate it or not, 


Dr. Jordan, Chief Dispensary Physician, 
was on hand to testi at the inquest. 
When asked about the case he said’ 

“The methods customary in morphine 

otsoning cases were applied to Stewart, 
But I want it distinctly understood that 
those ribs were not broken in the Dispen- 
sary. It is preposterous to state that inex- 
perienced doctors would so maul and abuse 
a man as to break four of the upper ribs 
on each side. Had it been the smaller lower 
ribs I might have believed it, but the upper 
ones' could only have been broken by the 
man being jumped on by somebody.” 


Mr. Bennett, alone and unaided, without 
any police heey - has been able to get 
more evidence and facts regarding Stewart's 
death than all the police force together. 

“T am convinced that the old gentleman 
did not kill himself,’’ he says. “A man 
never does a thing of that kind without a 
motive. Mr. Stewart had not the slightest 
motive for it. When he left the house that 
morning he was cheerful and gay as usual, 
There was a mutual understa 
the members of the family that none of us 
would be at home during the day. He was 
to réturn home at 5 o’clock. Had he any 
int on of killing himself he could have 
gone®home and committed suicide there 
undisturbed and quietly; instead of going 
into a miserable alley to do it. 

“T know that on Tuesday morning he had 
a watch, chain and ring and perhaps two 
or three dollars in money. He was a man 
of simple habits and did not drink. My 
theory ts that he was murdered for the 

urpose of robbery. Hie ribs, which Were 

rad Ansan were the “ppt mes of the chest, 
which even in an old man would require 
a tremendous and violent pressure to break, 
Somebody jumped on‘him to break those 
ribs. It is a serious reflection on the city 
physicians to presume that they broke those 
ribs trying to establish artificial respiration. 

“He was not assaulted and robbed where 
he was found. I have learned that half an 
hour before a man answering Mr. Stewart's 


recent unfortunate occurrence. 

Mr. McClure is largely interested in street 
railway stocks and therefore the Demo- 
cratic atform may contain issues, it is 
said, ‘which would make it anomalous for 
him to run. 

Mr. Harrison has a legion of friends who 
are urging tim to come out for Mayor, but 
he has not said the word. 

The old crowd in the City Executive Com- 
mittee have been feeling around to test the 
sentiment for Chairman Ed Devoy for 


Mayor.

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UNSATISFACTORY EXPLANATION 
OF THE CORPSE MYSTERY. 


HE MAY YET BE PROSECUTED. 


There Is No Corroboration of His 
Gauzy Story About Shipping 
Albert Hanks’ Body. 


."The body of Albert Hanks is still mysteri- 
Ously missing. It was not shipped to New 
York. After twenty-four hours of deep 
thought Chris Schawacker has evolved an 
explanation which only deepens the mys- 
tery. 

He has found a name for the man who, 
he says, got the body. It is George Gor- 
don. His bookkeeper says it is John Gor- 
don. 

This Mr. Gordon is a strange man. He 
twas a friend of Hanks. They had knocked 
about together for several years. He would 
mot desert hig friend in death. No, he 
would take the body to New York, far 
away from home and relatives, at a cost of 
$100, and bury it in his private lot. 

The stranger paid Schawacker $43 to pre- 
pare the body for burial, and it was put on

One of the strangest things about the 
whole business is the zeal with which Jake 
and Wheeler guarded the details of such an 
innocent transaction. 

Jake attended to everything in connection 
with the shipment of the body. He was 
able, so Chris says, to explain the trans- 
action from A to Z. He was seen Wednes- 
day afternoon by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
before he knew an investigation was on 
foot. A plain statement of facts was all 
that was asked. If what Chris says is 
true there was no occasion for secrecy, but 
Jake didn’t “‘know nothin’ about it.”” He 
didn’t attend to Chris’ business. 

o.calls were made at the stable Thurs- 
day. Although the entry had been made in 
the book by the bookkeeper, he was still 
entirely in the dark. He could suggest no 
possible explanation. Neither could Jake. 


Schawacker says that bodfes are always 
shipped in the name of the person who pays 
him the money. ‘the books at his office 
show that five bodies have been shipped 
since the first of the year, all in the name 
of the deceased. 

Wheeler says the body was not kept at 
the stable from the 3d to the 5th. 

Both Schawacker and Wheeler insisted 
that there was no other way of verifying 
their statements, for which they were very 
eeery. They:-said no record was kept at 
the baggage room of such shipments. The 
custodian of the body would simply show 
his ticket and the box would be put on 
board. 

In fact, a record is kept. Schawacker 
and Wheeler, shipping bodies frequently, 
could not be ignorant of it. The body was 
not shipped from Union Station. 
W. H. Steele, general baggage master at 
the Union Station, and John A, Tanning, his 
assistant, went through the baggage re- 
ceipts given them by train baggagemen. 
They find no record of any corpse having 
been sent to New York on Feb. 5, or, indeed, 
at any time lately. 
Brown and Forthman, the two baggage- 
men who handle all the bodies passing 
through the station, have no recollection of 
shipping a corpse to New York within the 
last few weeks, and are positive none went 
on the date given by Schawacker, At the 
ticket office it was learned that only one 
“corpse ticket’’ was sold on Feb. 5, and that 
was to Richmond, Ind. Brown and Forth- 
man also say that they do not remember 
having received any bodies from Scha- 
wacker recently. 
Steele explained in detail the method of 
tag «ge followed in ‘shipping a corpse. 
hen it is brought to the station the bag- 
gagemen inspect the death certificate ac- 
companying, and make sure that the de- 
ceased died of no contagious disease, and 
that its transportation w.ll not be in viola- 


tion of the laws of any State through which 


it must pase. Being satisfied on this point 
they see that the body is properly boxed. If 
everything is right, they indorse the death 
certificate “O. K.’’ and it serves as an order 
on the ticket office for a full fare, first- 
class ticket for the corpse. This ticket is 
stamped or marked as a corpse ticket, as is 
also the stub retained by the agent. The 
ticket is purchased by the person who ac- 
companies the body. 

After the ticket is secured the body is 
paces in the baggage car and the train 
aggageman is supposed to receipt for it to 
the general baggage agent at the Station, 
but this rule is not strictly followed, save 
by the Wabash Railroad. No receipt is 
_ by the local baggage agent to the un- 
ertaker who delivers the corpse at the Sta- 
tion, nor is any record kept of the names 
of corpses handled at the Station. 

Of the four bodies besides that of Hanks, 
which Schawacker is supposed to have 
“spree from the city since Jan. 1, Brown 
and Forthman remember but two—J. W. 
Ashley, who was sent to Keokuk, Io., on 
Jan. 16, and H. J. Dougherty, sent to Wash- 
ington, Mo., Jan. 28.

They also reported that 
bodies had a market price of $45 in Nash- 
ville, thereby showing that people with more 
bodies than necessary might have a motive 
in shipping to that point, The investigation 
fell through.

“If the newspapers succeed in showing 
that bodies have been disposed of in an un- 
lawful manner, we shall most certainly de- 
mand an explanation from Mr. Scha- 
wacker,” said Dr, Nicholson, secretary of 
the board, Friday morning. 

“From what has already been published, 
I think Mr. Schawacker would find it diffi- 
cutl to explain. If he cannot do so, and we 
possess sufficient evidence to warrant the 
proceedings, we will most certainly prose- 
cute him. I don’t know exactly what law 
covers the point in question, as we have 
never had a similar case. I think, however, 
that it is a misdemeanor. 

‘This is not the first time we have heard 
that the city dead have been disposed of un- 
lawfully, though we have never been able 
to secure any evidence. The man who drives 
the dead wagon for the board has stated 
that he has been offered a good sum for 
bodies which were intended for delivery to 
local medical colleges, but he did not divulge 
the name of the person who made the offer. 
I believe he said he didn’t know it. 

“As soon as I think such action necessary, 
I will call a meeting of the board and sée 
what action the members desire to take.” 

Schawacker was at the City Hall early 
Friday to talk to Dr. Starkloff and protest 
his innocence. 

Dr. Starkloff said at noon: “I will see 
Chief Harrigan this afternoon, lay the case 
before him and ask his help in getting at 
the truth. I have no time to make the 
kind of investigation that is required.” 


FELL FROM A TRAIN. 


Harry Wilson Killed While Looking 
for Employment. 

Harry Wilson, aged 35 years, a resident of 
St. Louls, who formerly lived with his fam- 
ily at 3902 Sarpy avenue, was killed Wednes- 
day night of last week by falling from a 
train near Coalton, O. 


He was wandering over the country, look- 
ing for work, and was beating his way over 
the C., H. & D. Railroad, from Wellston to 
Dayton, O. He slipped from the train, strik- 
ing the ground on his head, while the wheels 
passed over his right arm and shoulder. He 
was nearly frozen when found, three hours 
later, and died, in terrible agony, the next 
morning at Wellston. 

He told the attending physician he had a 
wife and three children at 39 Sarpy avenue, 
St. Louis. 

That thoroughfare extends west from 
Vandeventer avenue, 8900. At 3902 it was 
learned ‘Wilson lived there prior to_ last 
spring, when he left the neighborhood. No 
one could give any information relative. to 
the whereabouts of his family, He was 
known as a steady laborer.

SO SAY THE COMMISSION MEN TO 
THE GRAIN DEALERS. 


THEY INTEND TO SHOW IT ALSO. 


Tired of Being Snubbed by the Wheat 
Magnates of the Exchange, They 
Demand Recognition. 


The produce and commission men of Main 
and Third streets are tired of being con- 
sidered as a sideshow to the grain interests 
of St. Louis, and have determined to make 
a fight for recognition from the Exchange. 

A list of producets has been submitted to 
Secretary Morgan of which the produce 
men desire to have an acurate record of the 
receipts and shipments’each year. This is 
not so much for the benefit of the merchants 
as for the purpose of making a proper 
showing for St. Louis to send abroad. 

There is a movement on foot to bring 
about a better feeling among the different 
merchants and have them take a greater 
interest in the Merchants’ Exchange. Here- 
after they will take an active part in the 
management of that body instead of leav- 
ing it entirely to the grain interests as has 
been the case for some time. 

One of the prominent commission men on 
the street in talking of the proposed move- 
ment said, Friday: 

‘“‘We have let the grain men run the Ex- 


change so long they believe the produce and 
commission houses do merely a little ped- 
dling business and that the wheat business 
of St. Louis is the leading interest of the 
city. They will find they are greatly mis- 
taken. It would not be so bad if this idea 
were entertained only by local merchants 
but the same notion has gone abroad an 
the business ‘of St. Louis has suffered 
greatly in consequence. 

“As a matter of fact there are a number 
of lines of which very little ts said, which 
equal or exceed the grain interests in im-

“St. Louis is the greatest potato market 
in the world: it stands first in the list of 
vegeta markets; is the greatest poultry 
and egg market in the West; is one.of the 
leading fruit markets of the country; is a 
leading hay market; manufactures more 
sauer-kraut than any other city in the 
United States, and is one of the leading 
hide and wool markets of the country, to 
say nothing of the market for butter, 
cheese and other things. 

“P. M. Kiely, while a delegate to the Na- 
tional Convention of Produce Men in Bos- 
ton a short time ago, made the statement 
that St. Louis received about 500 cars of 
grapes last year, 
challenged with the statement that our 
records did not show that we had received 
a single car, During 1896 St. Loulg dealers 
received 753 car loads of bananas, and yet 
the records of the Exchange show none. 
The receipts of poultry run into millions of 
pounds, and yet the records do not show 
any receipts. 

“This has a bad effect on the business of 
St. Louis, as shippers and dealers do not 
realize our importance as a market in these 
lines. In consequence they send their ship- 
ments and orders to some other city. 

“The grain men are not the only pebbles 
on the beach, as they will realize if they 
will only look over the records at hand, im- 
perfect as coer may be. Take, for instance, 
the wool and hide business of St. Louis. It 
1eceives very little attention at the hands of 
the Exchange, arti yet the value of wool, 
hides and pelts handled in St. Louis in a 
year igs greater on an average than the 
value of the yearly receipts of wheat, corn 
and oats.”’ 

The value of the annual receipts of poul- 
try, eggs and butter is fully as great, if not 
greater, than the receipts of wheat. The 
receipts of vegetables in a year will ex- 
ceed in value the receipts of wheat, and the 
receipts of apples in this city are enormous. 

“We will keep up the agitation,” said a 
prominent commission man, “until we are 
given the récognition to which we are en- 
titled. While St. Louis has been losing 
ground as a grain market she has been 
gaining in importance in almost every other 
business, and the grain men will soon have 
to come down off the high horse or get a 
move on themselves to keep from being 
overtaken.”
